As 
she had left Bristol on April 3 and 
thus made the passage in 16 days, her 
performance apparently eclipsed that 
of the Sirius. Yet for several reasons 
the latter’s voyage, apart trom 
priority, was by far the more impres- 
sive. 


STEAM-AND-SAIL 


Whereas the Great Western, a ves- 
sel of 1,340 tons, with engincs ot 750 
hp. was designed and built expressly 
for the Transatlantic crossing, _the 
Sirius, of only 703 tons, with engines 
of 320 h.p., had been constructed for. 
cross-Channel service only, and nothing 
was farther from the minds .of her 
builders than that she should ultimate- 
ly brave the hazards of the Western 
Ocean. Her voyage was therefore ex- 
ceptionally creditable. 

She encountered heavy seas and al- 
most. constant head-winds,; anxiety was 
felt about the coal supply; part of the 
crew became restive and wished to put 
back. But the iron resolution of the 
commander, Lt. Richard Roberts, R.N.. 
prevailed, and brought the voyage to 
its prosperous conclusion. © 


Long before 1838, of course, steam- 
driven vessels had ceased to be a novel- 
ty.

So much of the history of Transat- 
lantic steam navigation is a chronicle 
of technical progress that the human 
side of the story is apt to be neglected.

Even though the nautical aphorism 
that “the sea is always kinder to big 
ships than little ones” requires some 
qualification, an Atlantic passage in 
the ’thirties and ’forties of last century 
could hardly have been a_ pleasure 
cruise. Charles Dickens, who crossed 
in the Britannia in 1842, wrote of her 
in singularly unflattering terms. Yet 
he was berthed in the comparatively 
comfortable saloon. What the less for- 
tunate steerage passengers had to put 
up with, even at a later date, ‘is vividly 
portrayed not only in the fictional mc- 
dium of “Martin Chuzzlewit” but in 
the factual records of those times. 

Cramped, . ill-ventilated: quarters, lit 
by smoky oil lamps, heating that was 
either non-existent or excessive, primi- 
tive cooking facilities and little or none 
for exercise and recreation—these made 
the Atlantic crossing a martyrdom for 
all save the hardiest in the steerage.

WHAT OF THE FUTURE? 


- Turning from. the past to the future, 
what is likely. to be the evolution of 
the Atlantic Ferry in its second cen- 
tury? There,is no reason to suppose 
that the Queen Mary, the Normandie 
or the Queen Elizabeth represent final- 
‘ ity in liner design. Many, however, 
foresee the eventual supersussion of the . 
surface liner by immense ships of the 
air, which will convey passengers from 
Southampton. to New York between 
dawn and sunset, perhaps even between 
breakfast and tea—a vision which in 
view of current developments cannot be 
dismissed as fantastic. ‘ ‘ 

But so far at least as the early de- 
cades of the second century are con- 
cerned ‘it'is probable that the bulk of 
Transatlantic ‘traffic will continue to 
travel by sea, perhaps in ships of di- 
mensions and speeds far surpassing 
the largest and swiftest liners now 
afloat or on the stocks.
